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ABSTPACT 

A method is proposed which is said to allov 
elementary and secondary teachers to prepare 30-minute audio-tutorial 
tapes in one to three hours. A list of materials needed is provided, 
and the six-step procedure outlined. More than 300 Hini-Patt tapes 
are said to have been produced for use from elementary 
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*nie Mini-* Preparation of Audio-Tutorial Tapes 

In the past, the preparation of audio-tutorial tapes has been tedious 
and time co suiting. In order to produce a coinmcrcial quality audio* 
tutorial tape, the instructor had to outline the fcniiat of the presenta- 
tion, gather the necessary n^^torials , and prepare a rough tape. This 
tape was then traiiscribcd into a script, ll;c script was edited (u:uially 
by the instructor) and a final tape for instructional purposes was 
prepared iron l\\c edited script. Usually the above sequence of steps 
required approximtcly ciglit to ten hours which* would be spread over a two 
or three day period with the end product being a thirty minute recl-to*rcel 
tape. This procedure resulted in a tape of ccrjnercial quality for nrulli- 
duplication purposes* 

Most elementary and secondary teachers do not have the time nor the 
resources for such a venture. Teachers who may be interested in producing 
tapes would only bo interested in developing audio- tutorial tapes for their 
own classes. However the procedure described above discourages teachers 
from preparing tapes rather than encouraging them. 

We have developed a procedure entitled the Mini-PATT approach which 
allows the teacher to produce instructional tapes suitable for their 
own classes in a short period of Ival (usually in about one to three 
hours for a thirty minute tape). 
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Ic prepare instructional tnpca utilizing the Mini-PATT approach, the 
following fornat is used: 
I, Materials Needed: 

1 Cassette Tape Recorder that records with microphone 
1 C-60 Cassette Tape 

1 Partner (either a teacher or child or another adult will suffice) 

II, Procedure: 

1. You will need to decide what concept you would like to 
teach using the audio- tutorial format. For example: the letter 
"0", graphing, shorr vowel sounds, shapes, colors, etc.

We have found that the Mini-FATT approach is an effective procedure 
for developing audio- tutorial tapes for classrooi:; use. To date, over 300 
tapes have been prepared by teachers frcr. pre-school to elementary to 
secondary to college level in content and skill areas ranging frcr* 
mathematics and science to reading to music . Many of the Mini-PATT tapes 
have been incorporated into intcii^'i^t centers, learning aclivily packa^-es, 
and miniccurses. Maybe t:l\e I-'ini-PATT approach will work for yoM, too.
